Any rr commendation made by a large 
msJolPy ot the teboot principal* regard¬ 
ing tba conduct of Ibe acboola under tbelr 
ebarge Is entitled to thoughtful consider¬ 
ation by tba Neward Board of Educe 
tlon. Outside of tba bigb and normal 
acboola (bare ara forty-two principals In 
this city. Of these thirty two. Including 
the bead of every grammar school in 
Newark, have signed a petition to Su¬ 
perintendent Poland and tba Textbook 
Committee of the Board of Education 
asking that oertaln booka be added to 
the Hat of publications from which they 
are now authorized to purchase books 
for tbs use of the schools. According to 
the judgment of these principals, who 
aeaetl that they are supported by the 
others wbo were not preseut at the meet 
log when the petition was prepared, the 
beat Interests of the schools require 
that these textbooks be made available. 
Geitalnly the principals should know tba 
needs of the schools. They ought to be 
better posted by far than any person 
outside of practical school work as to 
the books from which they can obtain 
tbe bast results from tba children under 
their charge. The prkotlcally unanimous 
Judgment they have thus expressed 
must therefore be received as expert 
opinion and acted upon accordingly. 

The Identity of the publisher of 
textbook abould not figure In the de¬ 
cision of tba Board of Education on thla 
matter- It nss been alleged that the 
reAaon for maintaining wbst baa been 
tanned the ‘ closed list’* In th* past baa 
bean found In favoritism for the Amer¬ 
icas Book Company. It this be so, the 
tins# for bringing about a change and 
selecting booka on merit entirely abould 
b» Inaugurated. Tbe books now pro¬ 
posed to be added to tbe Hat are of an 
•lesientary character, tbe subjects of 
which they treat belug taught In all tbe 
primary arid grammar acboola. If these 
bosks are tbe best of tbelr class they 
ought to b« used In Newark, no matter 
Who publishes them. The pupils of tbe 
pabllo schools ought not to be bnndl- 
aapped by being dented tbe benefit of 
tba beat helps obtainable. No one will 
gainsay that statement. If there are 
arguments to be made before tbe Com- 
on Texibooks to convlnoe the 
ibsrs that the prluclpaia are mis- 
In their Judgment aa to the value 
of tbs books reoommended, these argu- 
aseste should be publicly proclaimed, io 
• dar that tba peopi* wbo support the 
schools may bava tba expert advloa that 
to labs array'd against that at tba baads 
at tba schools bare. Tba mattbr of lbs 
“upeo* or tbe ■•oioead” textbook Hat has 
la tba past been a disturbing alemant In 
tba Board of Education, and now that 
tba prtnolpala bava given tbelr judg- 
aaaat, after having been asked for It, tba 
board abould take up tbe problem and 
a Hide It fairly.
